This application is for a change of zoning on two 25-foot lots

The applicants further affirmed that they have no immediste plans
for developing this commerecial property but are considering a
grecery store on one cornsy and a possible drug store, varliety
store, and cleaning and pressing shop on the other corner, and
have had several offers for this type of use,

Several owners of property in this ares appeared protesting this
change on the grounds that there 1s no need for additional com-
mercial property in this neighborhood and that any further exten-
gion would have an sdverse effect on their property for home de-
velopuent, and that there are grocery stores near this lecatlon
to serve the nseds of residents.

There 1s now a Commuilty Center designated at the intersection
of Duval Street and Brunlng Avemue with East Slst Street consist-
ing of four corners and a triangular tract extending to Evans
Avenue, all being the equivalent of eight 50-foot lots and none
of which has been developed for commercisl uses since it was
changed to #C# Commercisl in 1938, and there are already several
grocery stores and other community center uses within a few
plocks of this intersection,

An extension of the commercial property at the southeast corner

of this intersection was recently consldered by the Board and

not recommended for the same reasons, and the Board deemed, under

the conditions and circumstances, that this property should not

be changed to (% Commercial as an extension of a Commanity Center
that has not yet been developed and, therefore, is stlll available

The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notice that the
City of Austln does not guarantee that the space agsigned above is clear
- from other underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have
at hand, and that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference to
the fact that greater depths may not be required at special points. Vhen
the Texas Public Service Company requires definite information upon the
ground as to elevations or working points from which to base the location
of thelr assignments, they shall apply to the Department of Public Works not
less than three (3) dsys before such information is required. The Texas Public
Service Company is further put upon notice that they will be required to bear
the expense of repairs or replacement of any underground utility damaged
during the construction of lines named in this resclution.
